WASHINGTON, Dec. 29. — President 
Wilson, referring today to the American

The President coupled a confirmation 
of this morning’s publication of the 
gending of the note and its contents 
with the statement that the Govern- 
ment could deal confidently with the 
subject only if supported by absolutely 
honest manifests. He said the great 
embarrassment to the Government was 
that some shippers had concealed con- 


“traband in the cargoes of noncontraband 


articles, for example, under a cargo Of 
cotton. So long as there were instances 
of that kind, the President said, all 
cargoes were liable to doubt and sus- 
picion. 

The President pointed out that many 


protests previously had been sent in 


gpecific cases and if the contention of 
the American Government were correct, 
as he was firmly convinced it was, plans 
for indemnification ultimately would 
have to be met by Great Britain. 

Supplementary to previous protests, 
the new note, President Wilson ex- 
plained, represented fully the position 
ef the United States, saying that, so far 
as theory was concerned, there really 
Was no debate on the point raised, be- 
céuse Pngland herself in previous wars 
had taken exactly the American posi- 
tion. 

Applies to Any Neutral. 

The President was ed if the com- 
munication sent to t Britain was 
the result of the recent gathering of 
Pan-American diplomats here. He said 
it was not, but that the position of the 
United States would apply to any neu- 
tra] and that the contentions advanced 
were not peculiar to this country. 

The President added that the note of 
protest was not based on any treaties 
between the United States and Great 
Britain, but on the generally accepted 
principle Of international law. Publica- 
tion of the substance of the American 
note this morning created widespread 
interest in the capital.

A conference was expected to be held 
in London today between Ambassador 
Page and British Foreign Secretary 
Grey for the presentation of the note 
from Washington. 

The communication, prepared by Pres- 
ident Wilson and his advisers in the 
State Department, reached London to- 
Gay and was regarded here as the 
strongest representation on the subject 
of commerce made by the United States 
to any belligerent since the outbreak of 
the war. 

In view of the important principles 
laid down in the note, it was expected 
to have e far-reaching effect on the at- 
titude of other neutral countries toward 
“ne general subject of contraband. 


May Hasten Conference. 

Some diplomats thought it might 
hasten the calling of the conference of 
meutrals p: by Venezuela to re- 
vise rules of international law for he 
protection of neutral commerce.

AT USUAL. 


Excise Commissioner Says Hotels and Cafes 
Must Obey Law; Serving Drinks Bought Before 


1 A. M. to Be Used Afterwards a Violation. 


The New Year's lid will go on at 1 a. 
m., the same as on any other day, if 
the police do their duty, Excise Commis- 
sioner Anderson said today. 

“The law is plain and so far as my of- 
fice is concerned it will be enforced,” 
said Anderson today to a reporter. “I 
have never given any special instructions 
to the police with regard to the New 
Year's eve celebrations in cafes and 
hotels. It is not necessary to give such 
instructions. 

“The police know the laws. If they 
will report violations to me I will take 
rrompt action. The biggest cafes in 
town have no more right to violate the 
excise laws than the smallest saloons. 


Ban on Bummelkasse Plan. 

“It is against the law to sell or serve 
drinks in any cafe after 1 a. m., and 
it is Just as much against the law to do 
it on New Year’s day as on any other 
day. Under the law no intoxicants can 
be drunk in a saloon or cafe after the 
legal closing hour. 

“Buying drinks before 1 a. m. and 
drinking them afterwards is merely an 
evasion of the law. No matter when 
the drinks are bought, it is illegal to 
serve them in any place which is cov- 
ered by a dramship license.”’ 

According to Anderson's ruling the 
Bummelkasse plan cannot be adopted at 
New Year celebrations at licensed cafes. 
In such places, under the law, the ‘of- 
fense lies in the mere serving of the 


drinks after 1 a. m., whether they have 
been paid for in advance or not. 

No Report of Violations Year Ag°. 

Commenting on the stories of celebra- 
lions a year ago which told that drink- 
ing was continued in many cafes until 
long after 1 a. m. and that some of the 
revelers were still drinking at dawn, 
Anderson said: ‘‘No report to that effect 
was made to me.” 

Police Chief Young today said the Po- 
lice Department would forward to An- 
derson reports of any violations of the 
excise law at New Year celebrations. 

“It is unnecessary for me to issue defi- 
nite instructions on this point,” said 
Young. ‘“‘My men know the law. No 
special notice will be served- on cafe 
proprietors... They know ‘the law. All 
who sell or serve drinks after 1 a, m. 
will be reported to the Excise Commis- 
sioner. 

Chief Young sald he recalled that 
after last year’s celebration it was 
said that drinking had been permit- 
ted until long after the closing hour 
in certain cafes, but he could not re- 
call that any of his men made reports 
on ‘these violations. An examination 
of the reports showed that none had 
been made. 

To make sure, however, that this 
would not be repeated this year, he 
said, he had decided to instruct all 
district captains to require the po- 
licemen under them to report all vio- 
lations,

Judge Crow at Belleville Holds 
Creditors Have Not Shown 
Sufficient Cause. 


THEY MAY FILE CLAIMS 


Estate of Late Henry Horn to Be 
Adjusted by Perry County 
Probate Court. 


Circuit Judge Crow of Belleville, in a 
decision rendered this afternoon, re- 
fused to decree a receivership for the 
Du Quoin Bank of Henry Horn, in Du 
Quoin, Ill., a private institution whose 
affairs are involved with the estate of 
its owner, the late Henry Horn. 

Judge Crow, after considering the crei- 
itors’ receivership petition two hours, de- 
flared his belief that sufficient cause 
for a receivership had not been shown. 
Creditors who wished to expedite settle- 
ment, he said, may file their claims 
against Henry Horn’s estate in the Pro- 
bate Court*’of Perry County, in which 
Du Quoin is located. 

In the receivership petition, the 
creditors asked that Henry Horn Jr., 
cashier of the bank, be enjoined from 
disposing of certain property which, 
the creditors held, belonged to the 
bank’s assets. An allegation was made 
that Cashier Horn had invested the 
bank’s funds in property now appar- 
ently held as his own. No specific 
amount was named in the petition, 

and no testfmony was offered on this 
point which was definite enough to 
convince the court. 

Henry Horn’s estate, the creditors al- 
lege, is insolvent, and no one has power 
to continue his business. <A receiver 
for the bank was asked because, it was 
alleged, the interests of the heirs and 
executors of the Horn estate conflicted 
with those of the creditors. The cred- 
{tors want a receiver to straighten out 
the financial tangle. 

The Duquoin Bank has been slosed 
since Dec. 10 last, when Henry Horn 
died. A sign in the window indicates 
that it has suspended pending an in- 
ventory of the Horn estate. Alarmed 
creditors say that the best they can

the Horn heirs. 

Henry Horn, known generally over I1- 
linois, south of Springfield, as one of 
the big men of the banking business, the 
coal mining industry and the millinx 
trade, was the president of the Du Quoin 
Bank of Henry Horn until his death. 
He was more than 80 years old. His son, 
Henry Horn. Jr., was the cashier and 
there were no other officers. No state- 
ments were made officially, because 
there is no Illinois law that requires 
such from a private bank. 


TAX COLLECTIONS EXCEED 
LAST YEAR'S BY $650,000 


Total to Date Is Greater, but Percent- 
awe for 1913 Was Slightly 
Larger. 

Collector Edmond Koeln told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today that the col- 
lections received by noon today were 
$650,000 in excess of the collections re- 
ceived up to the same day last year. 
The percentage of collections was a 
fraction below that of last year, being 
88% per cent for this year, as compared 

with 89 per cent last year. 

Koeln said that $13,500,000 will be col- 
lected this year 
and that he will collect about $5,500,000 
more from water rates and license 
taxes. 

The financial depression has not had 
much effect on the receipts of his office, 
Koeln said. The announcements pub- 
lished in the newspapers several weeks 
ago that the Collector’s office force

DYNAMITE FOUND IN BURNING 
NEWSPAPER IN SHUW WINDOW 


Firemen Tesponding to an alarm at 
12:15 o'clock this morning found a burn- 
ing newspaper in the show window of 
the two-story brick building at 913-15

merly occupied as a steamship agency 
by Vincent Salveggi of 1700 North Grand 
avenue. 

A fire captain took the paper from 
the window and found it was wrapped 
about a can containing a stick of dyna- 
mite.

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MISSING MARRIED 
MAN INTERESTED | 
IN A DIVORGEE 


Mrs. Bessie Halliday Tells Police 
of Affair With R. G. Crow 
of Caruthersville. 


HAD KNOWN HIM 4 YEARS 
Declares He Gave Her Money 
and Frequently Met Her in 
St. Louis. 


Mrs. Bessie Halliday, 26 years old and 
twice a divorcee, told today, in Chief 
of Detective Allender’s office, of chap- 
ters in the life of Robert G. Crow, 
missing insuran®e agent and former 
postmaster of Caruthersville, Mo., 
which have hitherto been hidden from 
his family. 

At the same time, at her home in 
Caruthersville, Mrs.Crow was prostrated 
ty a double grief—that of uncertainty 
as to her husband's fate, and the newer 
and deeper distress of the revelation 
caused by the arrest, yesterday after- 
noon, of the “other woman.” 

Wife Told of His Duplicity. 

Many of Crow's acquaintances, it was 
said in Caruthersville, have known for 
some time that his interest was not 
wholly centered in his wife and two chil- 
dren. So, when the news of Mrs. Hal- 
liday’s arrest reached the Southeast 
Missouri town its significance was soon 
explained to the wife by friends, who 
thought the truth could not longerebe 
kept from her. 

Crow lived at the Pontiac Hotel, Nine- 
teenth and Market streets, for four days 
before his disappearance, a week ago 
yesterday. He had $900, and this was 
missing from his room, though all the 
clothing he is known to have had in St. 
Louis, including shirts and underwear, 
were found in his room. This has led 
to the belief that he was carried from 
his room in his night clothing and killed. 
The alternative theory is that he may 
have purchased new clothing and dis- 
appeared purposely. 

Correspondence Is Found. 

Charles A. Crow, a former Congress- 
man, took charge of the search for his 
paresher, and city. detectives, placed: on 

Case at his request, learned that 
Robert Crow had been in correspondence 
with Mrs. Halliday, who had come to 
the Pontiac from her home at IIllmo, 
Mo., shortly after his disappearance. 

The woman was found yesterday in the 
company of Thomas Daniels, a ‘‘bellboy” 
of the Pontiac Hotel, who is of about her 
own age. The two were taken to po- 
lice headquarters, but the woman was 
not able to make a connected statement. 

After she had recovered this morning 
from her nervousness, she told Chief 
Allender that she had had two husbands, 
one of whom, named Walmsley, had di- 
vorced her in Texas, while she had di- 
vorced her second husband, named Har- 
rison, in Denver. She said she lived with 
her parents in Illmo and was known 
by their name, Halliday. 

Had Known Crow Four Years. 

She said she had known ‘‘Bob’’ Crow 
four years, that he had given her money 
and presents, and that she had fre- 
quently met him in St. Louis and other 
places where he went on business. He 
wrote her recently, she said, that he 
would be in St. Louis Christmas week, 
and sent her $2 to enable her to meet 
him here. 

She said she did not find him at the 
Pontiac, arriving after he had disap- 
peared. The police inquiry is said to 
have borne out this statement, and the 
police say that, while waiting at the 
hotel for Crow’s expected return, the 
woman became friendly with the adult 
‘“‘bellboy.’’ 

The woman was asked whether she 
and Crow had intended to continte 
their association indefinitely. She re- 
plied that they had “talked of the fu- 
ure,” and that Crow had encouraged 
her to believe that he would divorce his 
wife, who, he told her, was net suited 
to him. 

Vromised Her “Pleasing News.” 

If a divorce should prove to be im- 
possible, the woman said Crow told her 
he would at least try to establish her 
in a home of her own. 

When they last met, a few weeks ago, 
she said that Crow told her, “In two 
or three montns you'll hear some very 
pleasant news.’’ She said he did not 
explain ‘this remark, and wrote her 
nothing that would throw light on it. 
but she took it as meaning that he saw 
the way clear for a divorce. 

Mrs. Halliday said Crow gave her dia- 
mond earrings at Christmas, 1913, but 
that she had since, on a visit to Mem- 
phis, been ‘“‘hard up” and had sold them. 

After hearing the woman’s story, 
Chief Allender decided to hold her and 
Daniels, though he considered that they 
had given a fairly reasonable account of 
their actions. 

Daniels says he knows nothing of 
Crow’s disappearance, except that he 
went to his room to deliver a telegram, 
and found the room empty. He said 
he found Crow's watch and an account 
book in an adjoining bathroom.

PLANT IS FOUND 
IN. PENITENTIARY 


in 


“Fake” Money . Discovered 
Raid on Craps Game in’ Mis- 
souri State Prison. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Dee. 399..—A coan- 


terfeiting plant, operated by a convict, 
was discovered in the State penitentiary 


here today. 

The fact became public when a man, 
who said he was a prison. guard, tele- 
phoned newspaper men here and said 
the discovery had been made following 
a raid upon a craps game in the peni- 
tentiary. He said a number of bogus 
half-dollars had been taken from con- 
victs, and that the counterfeiting plant 
later was found in the plant of the Sul- 
livan Saddle Tree Co., which employs 
convict labor and which is inside the 
prison walls. 

Deputy Warden Porter Gilvin later told 

Post-Dispatch reporter that an inves- 
tigation had been made by prison offi- 
cials and that William Brandon, serv- 
ing five years from Lafayette County 
fc rforgery, had confessed he was the 
counterfeiter. The counterfeit dies, Gil- 
vin said, were found in Brandon's cell. 

The Deputy Warden said Brandon be- 
gan passing his spurious coins on Christ- 
mas day, when a number of stores were 
set up by trusties and goods offered 
for sale. The convict running the gro- 
cery, Gilvin said, discovered he had re- 
ceived a bogus half-dollar from Bran- 
don. | 

The investigation followed immedi- 
ately, the Deputy Warden said. Brandon 
was searched and 30 bogus half-dollars 
found on him. The coins were made of 
babbitt metal. Prison officiais are try- 
ing to ascertain where the metal was 
obtained. They think it either was 
stolen from the supply house, or whit- 
tled from machinery or water pipes. 

When Brandon's term in the state 
penitentiary expires, he will be turned 
over to ‘the Federal authorities. 

There have been previous instances of 
counterfeiting inside the prison walis, 
and about three years ago Jefferson 
City was flooded with bogus dimes. At 
that time a sack, filled with counter- 
feit dimes, was found outside the pris- 
on wall, where it had been thrown by a 
convict. This, it was thought, was the 
method by which the bogus coins were 
transmitted from the counterfeiting 


plant, inside the prison, to the outside 
world.

“The loss falls most heavily on neu- 
tral shipping, which, however, has been 
warned repeatedly by the Admiralty 
that the German mines are insecurely 
anchored and likely to drift considerable 
distances.”

Right of Search Recognized. 
The erican Government maintains 


that the belligerent may exercise the 
right of search, but cannot divert a neu- 
tral ship to a belligerent port for further 
examination, unless proof is shown at 
the time of the detention of a hostile 
destination of the cargo. 

One of the most far-reaching points 
in the note is the attitude taken on ab- 
solute and conditional contraband des- 
tined to belligerent countries.

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PATROL SHIPS HAD 
NO STEAM AT TIME 
OF GERMAN RAID 


Officers Said to Have Had Ban- 
quet Night Before Shelling 
of Hartlepool.

WEST HARTLEPOOL, England, Dec. 
i8.—English east coast towns are panic- 
stricken since the German raid on Scar- 
borough, Whitby and the Hartlepools 
Confidence in the power of the British 
navy to keep German ships from Eng- 
land has weakened and there is con- 
stant dread of the reappearance of Ger- 
man ships, if not the landing of German 
troops. 

The Mayors of the Hartlepools and 
the other stricken towns have or- 
ganized volunteer constabularies and 
are making an effort to hold the ex- 
cited public in check. Proclamations 
have been made that civilians must 
stay indoors should the bombardment 
recur and yield to the orders of con- 


tience of all sorts of authority. Near- 
ly all civilians are carrying arms and 
they announce they will look after 
themselves, Travel by automobiles at 
night is hazardous, as excited guards 
stop all motor cars frequently with 


a flourish of guns and revolvers. 
sh Slow ig ere Away. 
The patrol ships Patr and Doon, 


which guard Hartlepool, were lying in 
the harbor the morning of the German 
raid, but are said by civilians to have 
had no steam. It also is charged they 
were partly dismantled and had to be 
towed out from the docks before they 
could get into action. At any rate they 
were so slow that the Germans had an 
opportunity to shell the Hartlepools for 
nearly 45 minutes before the navy crafié 
offered effective opposition. Officers of 
the two patrol ships held a banquet at 
the leading hotel in West Hartlepool the 
night before the raid. 

An investigation of the navy’s action 
has been demanded by the Mayors of the 
ruined towns and the result of the pros- 
pective inquiry by the Admiralty is 
awaited impatiently along the east coast, 
which no longer goes to sleep at night 
with a feeling of security. 

Many of the families liv ing near the 
coast have moved back into the interior. 
The large number of women and chil-. 
dren killed during the recent bombard- 
ment, especially has attracted atten- 
tion to the German raid, and whenever 
possible the heads of families are send- 
ing their wives and children beyond the 
possible range of German guns. 

At Hartelpool the Germans fired with 
amazing accuracy. The first shell 
knocked over 12 soldiers, who were man- 
ning one of the coast guns. None of 
them was killed, but several were 
stunned. The Germans also managed 
to strike the gasometers, water tower, 
smokestacks on bjg factories, telegraph 
poles and other objects which stood 
above the level of the roofs in the two 
flat towns. The railway lines were hit 
in several places and traffic was sus- 
pended temporarily. 


Spy Believed to Have Worked. 
Before the raid all telegraphic and 


telephonic connection with the harbor is 
said to have been cut off suddenly. in 
fact, the two Hartlepools are both said 
to have been cut off entirely from the 
outside world for a time before the 
shells wrecked many poles and com- 
pleted the supposed work of some spy. 
The military has now taken over all 
wires, and communication with the 
coast towns is very difficult. 

The spy fever has become so acute 
all along the coast that even civilians 
provided with credentials above dispute 
ere subjected to arrest by the civil of- 
ficials. The Government has refrained 
from issuing any sort of instructions to 
the east coast districts as to how they 
shall deport themeslves in case of raid 
or invasion with the result that the 
populace is running wild. 

Dangers of An Invasion. 

Should an invasion occur with the 

public in its present panicky condition 
an attack would doubtless be made on 
the invaders by excited civilians whicn 
would provoke the destruction of towns 
and result in the death of large num- 
bers of Civilians.

LONDON, Dec. 29.—The Chronicle re- 
prints from the Neue Freie Presse an in- 
teresting account of the Kaiser's going 
to church in a French village near 
Longwye. It was an improvised church, 
tut preparations had been made for the 
Emperor’s presence. The walls were 
decorated with lances and 1000 men took 
up a position on one side and an equal 
number on the other. In front the seats 
were filled with Generals and the Kais- 
er’s suite. An arm chair tn the center 
was for the ruler. 

He appeared in the field gray uniform, 
with scarlet and gold-embroidered col- 
lar. He war a long gray mantle and he 
looked grave and old. His features were 
motionless and his eyes were set and 
stern. He rose from his seat at the 
prayers and hymns and in the singing 
he took an active part. The hymns ap- 
parently all were familiar to him, as he 
seldom looked at the hymn book. 

At the conclusion of the service a choir 
of singers and trumpeters sang the fa- 
mous chofal, “Wir Treten Beten’”’ (“We 
March Praying’’). At firseit was not 
rendered with the necessary fire and 
verve, and, this displeasing the Kaiser, 
he marked time vigorously. As the 
choir followed his beat the music grew 
louder and more spirited until it thrilled 
all who heard it. When it was over and 
the benediction had been pronounced, 
the Emperor shook hands with the pas- 
tor and thanked him for the impressive 
service. 


along this coast about raids at other 
points. 

The hull of an 8000-ton freight boat 
which was building in the local ship- 
yards was penetrated by a German shell 
during the bombardment and several 
smaller craft were slightly damaged. 
However, the damage in the shipping 
basin was much slighter than was at 
first believed. 

Although the lighthouse here stands 
prominently on the peninsula, it was 
undamaged. The devastation visited 
upon the residence standing back of the 
lighthouse shows it te have been the 
target for many shots. 

While the fog assisted the Germans 
in slipping near the coast without be- 
ing observed, it also hindered their 
marksmanship seriously until they were 
abreast of the peninsula, a position they 
were unable to maintain very long be- 
cause of the fire from shore guns which 
seems to have been accurate while the 
cruisers’ presented their sides to the 
shore batteries. Two of the cruisers 
were struck by shots which inflicted 
injuries visible from shore. 

Many Protected in Cellars. 

Persons who sdught’*telldts during the 
bombardment practically escaped inju- 
ries. Many of the deaths were in the 
streets. Children with their heads 
blown off were found in streets in va- 
rious parts of the two cities. In some 
of the houses which were destroyed very 
slight trace could be found of persons 
known to have been in upstairs bed- 
rooms at the time of the bombardment. 
One entire family of seven members was 
so riddled that the scattered parts of 
the bodies of all were collected into one 
coffin. 

Scarborough had no artillery to reply to 
the guns of the German cruisers so that 
not a shot was fired in resistance. There 
were no field guns there, nor had there 
been any attempt to make fortifications 
to resist shell fire. 

A home guard organization is forming in 
Yorkshire among civilians whose duties 
or age stand in the way of enlistment in 
the army. Its object is to repel invasion. 
The question arises whether the Ger- 
mans would shoot civillans who might 
be captured, for home guards have no 
distinguishing mark other than a badge. 


Officials Fearing Afr Raid Warn Lon- 
don Public. 

LONDON, Dec. 29.—The Official Bu- 
reau last evening made the following 
announcement: 

“The naval and military authorities 
call the attention of persons using the 
streets to the danger from fragments of 
shell and from bullets from the guneg 
used against hostile aircraft attempting 
a raid on London. 

“The civil population are warned to 
keep under cover, preferably in base- 
ments, upon hearing the sound of firing 
by guns ofr of explosives.” 

The Times declares that there is ex- 
cellent reason, despite German denials, 
for believing that a Parseval shed and 
airship were destroyed in the Britisn 
raid on Cuxhaven. It adds that serious 
damage also was inflicted on the Zeppe- 
lin sheds. 

The Daily Sketch publishes the report 
that Commander Francis E. Hewlett, 
who piloted one of the British sea- 
planes in the raid on Cuxhaven, is a 
prisoner in the hands of the Germans. 
According to the account of the Sketch, 
Hawiett’s machine was damaged by 
shell fire and came down in the sea. 
When Hewlett was last seen a German 
torpedo boat was approaching him. 

A Copenhagen dispatch to the Daily 
Mail, referring to a report published by 
the Hamburger Fremdenbiatt that four 
British airmen dropped bombs on the 
German island of Langeoog, in the 
North Sea, Christmas day, killing sev- 
eral civilians, says an 
proves it was not British who dropped 
the bombs, but German airmen who be- 
lieved British torpedo boats were lurk- 
ing off the island in the fog.

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Assertions that 
George W. Quintard when drunk gave 
away more than $50,000 in gems to giris 
he had never seen before, simply be- 
cause a salesman employed by Dreicer 
& Co., jewelers, at 560 Fifth avenue, 
brought the young women to his apart- 
ment and told him they were “nice 
giris,”” who would appreciate gifts, are 
eet forth in arguments filed in the Su- 
preme Court. 

A short time ago Quintard, who in- 
herited $1,000,000 from ‘the fron merchant 
of the same name, was sued by the 
Preicer company for $4,496 on a bill for 
jewels. Shortly before that Mrs. Maie 
Woods Quintard had sued him for a 
separation, but within a few hours the 
case was mysteriously withdrawn. Three 
weeks later Miss Jane Sutherland sued 
him for breach of promise. 

Quintard says in his affidavit that he 
has no recollection of incurring the bills, 
but has been told by friends that he did. 
His memory is foggy as he was orunk 
all last January and February. 


Became Friendly With Salesman. 
During this time he lived in an apart- 


ment at 39 West Il ifty-fifth street. 
There also lived in the house a sales- 
manséemployed by Dreicer & Co. He 
and the salesman became very friendly. 
Quintard’s affidavit goes on: 

“The deponent is informed that the 
galesman would come to the apartment 
from time to time or would send for the 
deponent to come to his apartment and 
bring different women with him. And 
while deponent was in a condition s0 
that he did not know what he was doing 
he would ask him te buy valuable rieces 
of jewelry, such as a necklace for which 
a charge is made of $12,000, $13,000, $10,- 

000 or $8000. 
4 “Most of. these young women were 
total strangers to the deponent and 
were, the deponent is informed, intro- 
duced to him by the plaintiff salesman, 
who would say to the deponent, ‘George, 
this ts a nice girl. Why don’t you buy 
her a bar pin, mesh bag or some other 
pieces of jewelry? The jewelry would, 
therefore, be given to the woman and 
charged to the deponent.”’ 

(tharles Whann Jr., a close friend of 
Quintard, after corroborating the asser- 
tions concerning the unnamed salesman, 
told how much alcohol the young mill- 
fonaire was able to absorb during the 
two months and still keep alive. At the 
end of that time a physician was sum- 
moned and on his advice Quintard went 
to Florida, accompanied by Whann. 


Drank 24 Quarts a Week. 
Whann says Quintard in this city 


would start every day with four or five 
milk ptnches before breakfast. He 
quickly followed these with rye and 
Scotch highballs. These kept coming in 
rapid succession until luncheon time, 
when Quintard might take ‘‘some light 
refreshment." Breakfast had been neg- 
ligible, but luncheon was a bit more sat- 
isfying. 

Before dinner, Quintard sometimes 
took a little food, he drank five or six 
cocktalls and with the meal drank 
chimpagne. 

“From then,” says Whann, “until the 
hour when it was impossible for him to 
drink any more, he continued to drink 
sometimes champagne and sometimes 
highballs and sometimes both. He was 
seldom in a rational state.’’ 

lienry Hurlbert, Quintard's valet, says 
his employer bought about 24 quart bot- 
tles of liquor a week and sent out for 
absinthe and beer on the side. The valet 
named four women visitors. All were 
brought in by the salesman, says the 
valet. 

Tillie Werner, the housekeeper, says 
the women stayed until 2 or 3 o’clockx 
in the morning and made so much noise 
that she had ‘to go to the home of 
friends in order to get sufficient sleep. 
The housekeeper says Quintard was 
drunk practically all the time in which 
the bills re contracted.

Joe, who had been working with other 
Indians in a Christmas-time entertain- 
ment at a St. Louls department store, 
started to Chicago on a_9 o’clock train 
last night. He was fortified for the 
journey by a substantial thirst and a 
husky roll of bills. 

At Granite City somebody gave him 
the whisky in return, {t is supposed, for 
one of the bills. Joe quickly warmed to 
the task of consuming the liquor and 
the liquor warmed Joe. When he emit- 
ted several raucous shouts, thought to 
be reminiscent of his ancestral war crv, 
a negro porter knocked the bottle out 
of his hand and its remaining contents 
were spilled.

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THE KILLING OF AN 
AMERICAN HUNTER 


tional, According to Domin- 
ion Authorities. 


By Associated Press. 
BUFFALO, N. , Dec. 2.—The kill- 


ing of Walter Smith and the wounding 
of Charles Dorsch, two American hunt- 
ers, by Canadian soldiers, on the Ni- 
agara River, near Fort Erie, yesterday 
was unintentional, according to informa- 


tion gathered by military authorities 
and forwarded to Ottawa last night. 

The soldiers were aiding a provincial 
officer to arrest the men for alleged 
violation of the game laws. Several vol- 
‘leys were fired over their heads to force 
them to come ashore with their row- 
boat. A final shot, said to have been 
fired for the same purpose, struck 
Smith between the eyes and, passing 
through his head, wounded Dorsch on 
the arm. : 

While deep regret over the incident 
Was expressed by the Fort Drie village 
officials, it was pointed out that the 
men were not only technically under ar- 
rest by the game officer and attempting 
to escape, but had violated a military 
order, which forbade unauthorized per- 
sons to approach the international 
boundary line while armed. This order, 
it was said, was accompanied by a 
verbal order to the soldiers on patrol to 
shoot to persons so armed re- 
fused to der promptly. 

Thomas W. Delaney, provincial offi- 
cer, cautioned the soldiers when firing 
not to “‘hit them.’’ 

“We'll come ashore as soon as we 
pick up the decoys,’’ shouted one of the 
hunters. They rowed toward the de- 
coys. Suddenly the boat headed for the 
American shore. 

“They've got away; let them go,” said 
Delaney. 

“T’'ll give them another scare,”’ said 
one of the soldiers. He fired. Both 
hunters toppled over in the boat, which 
drifted to the ferry landing.

THIRD GENERATION, 
CTY CLUB HEARS 


Tests Made With Laboratory 
Guinea Pigs. 


—— 


Dr. Charles R. Stockard of the Cornell 
University Medical College, New York 
City, addressed the City Club members 
at luncheon today on “How Alcohol Is 
Producing a Nation of Degenerates.” 

Dr. tSockard, who is secretary of the 
American Association of Anatomists, 


meeting with the Federation of Ameri- 
can Societies for Experimental Biology 
at Washington University Medicai 
School, showed by stereopticon slides th 
effects of alcohol upon guinea pigs. 

Dr. Stockard prefaced his remarks by 
saying that his address was not primar- 
ily a prohibition lecture, as ether 
chloroform, eta, would give almost the 
same results as he had carried on. Hw 
said that alcohol was chosen to experi- 
ment with because of the vast amount 
of knowledge as to its actions, etc. 

Dr. Stockard said that his demonstra- 
tions with guinea pigs were among the 
first to show that the procreative germ 
in a male can be so infected with an 
injurious substance, such as alcohol, as 
to transmit it to future generations, so 
as to injure descendants even to the 
third generation, thereby causing de- 
fective offspring. 

He told of subjecting a male guinea 
pig to alcoholic fumes for one hour a 
day for even as long as four years, and 
said that it seemed to have little ef- 
fect upon the animal itself. Upon its 
offspring and that of an alcoholic moth- 
er, however, was different, he said. 

He showed illustration of descendants 
of the pair, some blind, some with only 
one eye, and said that in the majority 
of such cases of mating alcoholics, the 
offspring weighed only about one-half 
the normal young. 

Dr. Stockard did not attempt to draw 
any lessons from his experiments as 
applicable to the human race. Some 
physicians present said that he was a 
laboratory man, and that he confined

NEW YORK CENTRAL ENJOINED 
IN CONSOLIDATION FIGHT 


Road Ordered by Court Not to Issue 
$90,000,000 4 Per Cent 
Bonds, 

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Justice Arthur 
S. Tompkins of the Supreme Court, sit- 
ting in chambers at Nyack, handed down 
a decision today granting an injunction 
against the New York Central Railroad 
Co., restraining it from consolidating 
with the Lake Shore and from issuing]; 
$90,000,000 consolidated 4 per cent bonds 
in the place of 3% per cent bonds, which 
the corporation seeks to refund, pend- 
ing a trial of the case upon its merits. 

The injunction was asked by the Con- 
tinental Securities Co., as stockholders, 
through J. Aspinwall Hodge of New 
York. 

Justice Tompkins, in his decision, said: 

‘I cannot avoid the conclusion that an 
added burden of between $300,000 and 
$400,000 each year for a period of nearly 
eighty-five years, by way of fixed in- 
terest charges, materially increases the 
debt of the consolidated companies and 
in effect is an issue of bonds as a con- 
sideration for the consents necessary 
to bring about the consolidation.” This 
he held was a violation of the law. New 
York Central officials said the decision 
would not undo the consolidation with 
the Lake Shore, as that had been ap- 
proved.

DNOFFICIAL, CENSOR, 
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TRADE AND WAR. 

The protest of our Government against injurious 
and unwarranted interference with trade on the 
seas between neutral nations by Great Britain 
will be supported by overwhelming American 
public opinion. ; 

The authorities at Washington have been pa- 
tient under irritating conditions. They have 
recognized the difficulties imposed upon bellig- 
erents as well as neutrals by the unparalleled war 
situation. But having accepted all reasonable con- 
ditions imposed upon merchant shipping between 
neutral countries they insist upon protection 
against unreasonable interference with legitimate 
trade. 

Never was there a better time for the enforce 
ment of fair terms for {international trade in 
time of war. The United States have puffered 
much on account of the war. So have other neu- 
tral Rations. It was inevitable that hardships 
ghould follow the general dislocation of business. 
But the hardships should be reduced to a mini- 
mum, not increased to a maximum. Legitimate 
trade between neutral nations should be free and, 
in so far as it is compatible with war conditions, 
it should continue between neutrals and bellig- 
erents whose populations must have means of sub- 
sistence. Nations not at war ‘should enjoy the 
fruits of peace by continuing their necessary and 
profitable industrial activities and trade ex- 
changes. As the leader of the neutral nations the 
United States/should take the lead in demanding 
and enforcing fair terms for international trade. 

In this question as in that involving the status 
of Germany in Belgium, America must be cour- 
teous but firm. We must stand for the right. We 
must support sound principle and fair dealing.

THE COLONEL AND YUAN. 

Col. Roosevelt ought to find a congenial task 
by accepting the invitation to visit China and 
write his impressions of the new republic. Yuan 
Shai Kai is not a coffee drinker, but he has an 
ambition so to arrange things that he can enjoy 
unlimited cups of tea. Nowhere under popular 
forms is the Osawatomie idea more admirably 
exemplified. New nationalism’s perfect work is 
unhampefed by Congress, scoffing minorities or 
a cynical press. Judicial and other officers are 
recalled with dispatch to their ancestors. Yuan 
Shai Kai has also his private Ananias Club for 
obdurate gentlemen who lose their heads. Doubt- 
less he has in addition his tennis Cabinet, in 
which the Colonel would make a valuable and 
agreeable member.

Moose of the Orient. 


SING SING’S DECREASED CRIME RECORD. 

A remarkable decrease in crime among con- 
victs in Sing Sing prison is announced since 
Warden Osborn took charge of the institution a 
few weeks ago. 

Probably this means that attacks on the office 
snfe are made only once or twiee a month now; 
that the long, dark corridors are more secure 
against tall men and short men operating in 
pairs on inmates who stay out late; that the out- 
put of come-on circulars has been restricted; that 
convicts who negligently leave their cell doors 
anlocked nights find their rolls and the fam- 
ily silver less frequently disturbed in the morn- 
ing; that counterfeit money is passed in dimin- 
ished quantities, that less shark mining stock is 
marketed, that fewer checks return marked 
“forgery,” that even less moonshine oleomargarine 
ig made in out-of-the-way nooks in the great state 
institution. 

This is as it should be. The law-abiding mem- 
bers of the community are entitled to the fullest 
protection for their persons and property. Inex- 
perienced, trusting convicts who enter the prison 
well-to-do and hopeful should not emerge on the 
expiration of their sentence fleeced of thetr prop- 
erty and with confidence in their fellow man de- 
stroyed by the institutional associations. 

But the thing should not be carried too far. 
Security from assault and robbery might make 
the prison so attractive that prisoners would 
hesitate about leaving it to face the perils and 
swindles of the outer world. 
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RESPITE FOR LEO FRANE. 

It is a very slender point on which the Unit 
States Supreme Court consents to take jurisdic 
tion of the Leo Frank case. 

The practice has been pretty well established 
by more than a century of precedents. The high 
court does not permit itself to be shouldered 
with responsibility for all the defects in the mul- 
titudinous criminal processes of 48 states. It 
would have no time for anything else if it did. 
The responsibility for any unfairness in the 
Frank case belongs to Georgia and Georgia can- 
not evade it. 

The high court would not permit Georgia to 
deprive a person of liberty and life without due 
process of law, but the. high court is usually 
content when the ordinary forms prescribed for 
defendants generally in a state are gone through 
with. In its 125 years the court-has been busy 
defining the irregularities which do and the ir- 
regularities which do not—generally those that 
do not—prevent a trial from fulfilling the “due 
process” requirement. 

It happens, however, that the return of a ver- 
dict in the absence of the defendant is one of 
the few irregularities on which it has never 
pronounced. It, accordingly, consents to hear 
arguments on the quality of this irregularity and 
the question whether it can be waived by a de- 
fendant’s counsel. 

Too much hope must not be built on the pro- 
ceeding. If we can judge by the analogies of the 
past, the Federal justices are likely to be satis- 
fied with the brand of justice that has satisfied 
the Georgia judiciary. If Frank is unjustly con- 
victed, he is a victim of Georgia law, not Fed- 
eral law. 

But while the case is pending many things 
may happen. Georgia’s sense of justice may be 
guickened. It may decide that it will not take 
Leo Frank’s life until a vecond condemnation 


a county some distance from the. scene of the 
crime, New facts may be discovered making 
the truth or falsity of the charge absolutely cor 
tain. 

At present the case is involved in se much 
doubt that the granting of the appeal brings a 
feeling of relief to thousands. 
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_ABOUNDING GOOD WILL 

A charming feature of the Post-Dispatch Christ- 
mas Festival for the children at the Coliseum this 
year was the pantomime produced by the Pageant 
Drama Association. It was a representation in 
the spectacular pantomime of Mother Goose and 
fairy tales and of the holiday celebrations. Mr. 
William LeBaume, who constructed the panto 
mime, and Dr. Arthur Proets, who wrote the 
music, did excellent work, and the Pageant Drama 
Association produced it admirably. All of the 
famous characters who have delighted the fancy 
of children were reproduced on the stage. 

The pantomime was produced on short notice 
and under difficulties at the Christmas day fes- 
tival, but the vast throng of over 10,000 children 
were delighted with it. Many reqyests from the 
well-to-do parents of children were submitted to 
the Festival Committee for admission to the Coli- 
seum, but were necessarily refused, as there was 
no space for any guests except the less fortunate 
children and those who brought them to the 
festival. 

In order to give an opportunity to these well- 
to-do children ‘to enjoy the pantomime, the Pag- 
eant Drama Association will repeat the perform- 
ance at the Odeon this (Tuesday) afternoon. A 
small price of admission will be charged to defray 
expenses. 

The Post-Dispatch and the committee in charge 
of the Christmas Festival are greatly indebted to 
Park Commissioner Davis and his associates and 
the Pageant Drama Association for their co-oper- 
ation in making the Children’s Festival an 
extraordinary success. We are indebted to many 
others—so many that it is impossible to name 
them here—for valuable co-operation. We are 
indebted to hundreds of volunteers for personal 
service in distributing baskets, handling the 
homeless men’s dinner and taking care of the 
children at the Coliseum. We are indebted to 
thousands of contributors, more than in any pre- 
vious year in the Festival’s history. 

The United Railways transported free of charge 
all the guests of the festival to and from the 
Coliseum. It transported those who carried bas- 
kets to destitute families. 

The St. Louis Transfer Co. gave its valuable 
services free. The Bell Telephone Co. supplied 
not only the great Christmas tree, but free tele- 
phones for the various branches of the festival. 
The Union Electric volunteered the illuminating 
of the tree. Mr. W. K. Bixby contributed a 
week’s use of the building on Twelfth and Locust 
streets for the basket packing and distributing 
committees. 

The spirit of good will was wonderfully demon- 
strated in the sutcess of this year’s Festival. 
Despite hard times on account of the war, the 
fund was larger than ever before. It approxi- 
mates $12,000. More baskets were distributed 
than in any other year. More homeless unem- 
ployed men were given bountiful dinners at the 
Middey Lunchroom. More children were enter- 
tained at the Coliseum. Nearly 2000 dolls were 
dressed by volunteers. The Christmas spirit of 
good will abounded. 

When all of the money has been received and 
all of the bills have been paid, the Post-Dispatch 
will give a full statement of receipts and distri- 
bution expenditures. The accounts will be care- 
fully audited by Mr. J. R. Cook, cashier of the 
Third National Bank, chairman of the Finance 
Committee. Every dollar contributed to the fund 
was expended for festival purposes, and the read- 
ers of the Post-Dispatch, who contributed the 
major part-of it will be given an account of the 
committee’s stewardship. 


LAW HBNFORCEMENT BY REQUEST. 
A city ordinance requires householders and 


property owners to remove snow and ice from 
sidewalks. Because this will furnish work for 
some of the uneniployed, a citizens’ committee re- 
quests of the Mayor that the ordinance be strictly 
enforced. 

Its enforcement should not have awaited a spe- 
cial reason. It should have been enforced days 
ago, for the reason that it was an ordinance and 
one immediately concerned with public protec- 
tion. Within the few days since the sidewalks 
became dangerous 126 persons have been injured 
by falling, enough injured to be included in po- 
lice reports. 
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LEST WE FORGET THE EXOISE COM. 
An Excise Commissioner is evidently for the 


purpose of reminding us that life is not all beer 
and skittles even in the holidays. 

If the Excise Commissioner is correctly in- 
terpreted he will excise (which means “cut out’’) 
with a vengeance on New Year’s eve, or New 
Year’s morn. Cafes will not be permitted to sell 
quantities of drinks just before the fateful clos- 
ing hour of 1 g. m. and place them on tables or 
alongside for consumption thereafter. 

Quite right. Quite right. Nothing could be 
righter. Before going out to usher in the New 
Year every reveler should read the Revised 
Statutes of Missouri, 1906, chapter 22, entitled 
“Dramshops, Excise Commissioner and Local Op- 
tion.” You can read it in an hour. For the ben- 
efit of those who haven’t time to enjoy it before- 
hand copies of the Statutes might well be laid 
on tables in cafes, clubs, hotels and saloons. Bet- 
ter still, why not serve the chapter aforesaid in 
pamphlet form with each drink? 

Lest we forget that we have an excise law and 
an Excisor on New Year’s eve, it might be well 
to gut out the malt, spirituous and vinous fea- 
tures in toto and instead of drinking merrily to 
the New Year devote a silent hour to meditation 
upon some ot the truly edifying and sumptuary 
excisions upon human civilization which we bor- 
rowed from Greece and Rome in the thirteenth, 
fourteenth and fifteenth centuries—and forgot to 
return. And we might have also a reading from 
the Lives of the Saints, and Fox’s Book of 
Martyrs. 

Oh, let’s be gay! Let's solemnize the festal oc- 
casion with technical solemniousness and sar~ 
separilla with our eye on the clock and our mind 
on the police. Let it be a grave and formal occa- 
sion, a ritual, a ceremonial. Instead of joyously 
‘celebrating the New Year let us gravely celebrate 
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E have talked about the war until nobody comes 
into the store any more to buy anything be- 
cause the whole neighborhood is sick of war 

talk. As I take it, this is not the fault of the war, which 
is by common consent the greatest man-made cataclysm 
in history. It is our fault. ~’e don’t give the conversa- 
tion enough turns. Mr. Daviws, the blacksmith, comes 
in for his mail and hears the postmaster saying about 
the same thing he has heard the postmaster saying every 
day. The result is that Mr. Dabbs lets his mail go, and 
it piles up in his box. The way the crowd thinned out 
when we started up last night set me to thinking. I 
have decided that what we ought to do is to offer prizes 
for the best guesses as to how the war will turn out. 
This will at once pitch the conversation out of the com- 
monplace into the realm of speculation and separate in 
the end the sheep from the goats. It is not going to 
do when the war is over to have every Tom, Dick and 
Harry asserting that he told us so, and we can avoid 
that by getting everybody down in writing. We all try 
to talk about something else, but what else is there to 
talk about? Is a man to sit in the grandstand watch- 
ing the greatest war in history and talk about the 
domino championship hereabouts or how to make hens 
lay in cold weather? It can’t be done. We also try to 
give new turns to the conversation, but it seems there 
is a beaten track which we all go down sooner or later. 
It is very singular. I have always thought that it must 
have been great to have lived in the time of Caesar, 
when one could talk about the campaign in Gaul and 
other stirring events of that great man’s career; but it 
seems not to have been very thrilling then, if one is 
to judge by our own experience. No doubt people sat 
around then saying they were tired of Caesar, and weary 
of hearing about his troops. Only a lively speculative 
interest gets anything out of such a spectacle. I have 
written out a plan for my suggestion, which is as fol- 
lows:

the basis of completenes’s, as well as the.author’s fore- 
sight in respect to things not included in the program. 
4. The prizes will be bought with a small entraice 
fee paid by the participants, and will be as fellows: 
First, a barrel of flour; second, a side of bacon; third, 
a grindstone cheese. 

This community ought to be unique, and if we adopt 
that plan, I believe it will be.
